Continuation of 13. Other: Regarding Claims 5, 17 and 27 the applicant argues that "supplying the power source votlage to digital circuit 
devices including a data driving circuit and a gate driving circuit" is allowable. The examiner respectfully disagrees, the AAPA clearly 
teaches said feature see figures 1 and 2 of the AAPA. The applicant's arguments regarding independent claims 1, 18, 22 and 27 have 
been considered but are not persuasive. Specifically the applicant argues that the AAPA fails to teach that the power source voltage is 
lower than 3.3V and that Nanno fails to cure said deficiency. The examiner respectfully disagrees with the latter assertion; Nanno clearly 
teaches a power supply circuit in the save field of endeavor being supplied with a 1 .8V power source voltage. Additionally regarding claim 
22 the applicant argues that the examiners interpretation of VCC is incorrect and that Tsutsui fails to teach that VDD2 is lower than the first 
voltage. The examiner respectfully disagrees, the claim only broadly defines power source and the examiner believes that the VCC 
satisfies said limitations of the first power source, secondly VDD2 of Tsutsui is variable in one instance it can be 5V but in the power saving 
instance it is 3V which means that it is lower than the power source as taught by the AAPA therefore it reads on the claim limitations. 
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
